She hopes this work will fill several important 

gaps in the scientific literature and allow Cusco-Collao 

Quechua (the most widely spoken indigenous 

language in the Americas) to be better understood 

and represented.

On Christmas Eve, Freddy Gonzales and his wife will leave for 
Delhi, India, to embark on a grueling 3,000-mile rally race 
across India in an attempt to raise money to support FRANK 
Water Projects, a non-profit organization that funds 
sustainable clean water projects in developing countries across 
the world. 

Putting themselves in unusual situations is not new to Freddy 
and Val. They have twice climbed Mount Kilimanjaro in 
Tanzania Africa, hiked Mount Meru, gone on African Safaris 
across the Serengeti, and driven across Africa from Senegal to 
Cameroon - all in the name of helping others.
